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CONCLUSION 

The present amendment is supplemental to the response mailed January 20, 
2005. Moreover, the amendment is directed solely to removing the term "parabolic" 
from claims 1-6. Applicants submit this limitation is not necessary to distinguish over 
the references of record as articulated in the most recent response. 

It is respectfully submitted that all claims remaining in the application are now in 
condition for allowance.
